* Doctor forgets that by the ſame 

ule Idolatry may be prov'd to be a 
Branch of the Law of Nature likewiſe, 
For, as there never was any Nation which 
has not, at ſome time or other, been 
ven to Idolatry; fo, in all Places, where 
Idolatry has obtain d, it has been the con- 

ſtant Practice for the Prieſts to make the 
People believe that the pretended Deities 
they worſhip'd would be beſt pleas d 
with the richeſt Offerings. But there is 
ſomething which appears to me ſo per- 
plex d and confus d in the Doctor's Rea- 
Joning as he concludes this Head, that I 
cannot forbear tranſcribing it for the En- 
tertainment of the Reader. Now a 
r Practice ſo univerſal. as this (ſays he, 
« p. 10.) obtaining, not only among all 
«. wiſer Nations, but even throughout all 
cc the World, cannot be deriv'd from 
« any other Principle than the Law of 
Nature; it muſt be propaguted to Man-

« from our firſt Parents, or from the 
« Light of Reaſon ſuggeſting it to all 
« Mankind: For whatever is univer- 
« ſal muſt be natural, not being founded 
« upon Compact, or the particular Hu- 
« mours of Men, but flowing from the 
4 native Reſults of Reaſon: It muſt come 
from the Law of Nature, or, what a- 
4 mounts to the ſame, from the God 0 
« Nature, from a Command which God 
« has written upon the Minds of all 
« Men; for, as Xe2nophon obſerves, that 
&* which is univerſally obſerv d by all Nati- 
ec ons, muſt be the Dictate of God himſelf. 
But the Doctor is miſtaken in what he 
would be at; for the Univerſality of the 
Practice of any thing, is no Proof of its 
being the Refult of natural Reaſon. And, 
notwithſtanding the general Prevalence 
both of Idolatry and Offerings, there 
were always ſome Exceptions of the wi- 
ſer ſort of Men, who knew God could 
never be pleas d with fuch a groſs Wor- 
ſhip: witneſs the principal Philoſophers 
of ſeveral Ages and Nations. If we were 
to infer from the Practices of Mankind 
what the Law of Nature is, then Idolatry 
way be infer'd to be ſo. But if the Law 
of Nature is to be deduced and learn'd 
from the true Uſe and Light of our own 
natural Reaſon only, neither Idolatry, nor 
Offering — Ma in 1

-Qor's Senſe, can ever be thought rational, 
nor conſequently acceptable to the Deity. 
The Doctor proceeds next to prove 
more fully that thisjis a Duty, by pretending 
to ſhew that it is expreſly enjoin'd in 
Seripture.“ And he begins with telling 
us that “ the Zews were requir'd to 
„ make Freewill Offerings to God; and 
C that 'twas God's expreſs Command to 
„ the Iſraelites, that they ſhould never 
s appear before him empty; with more 
to that purpoſe. But are we Chriſtians 
to be governed by the typical Ceremo- 
nies appointed for the Fews 2. Is there 
not an Knd of all thoſe carnal Offerings 
to God, ſince 7eſus Chriſt has offer d 
himſelf for us, once for all? Sure thoſe 
Jeuiſh Offerings are to be look'd upon 
by us Chriſtians as only prefiguring that 
glorious Offering which our Lord, in the 


Fullneſs of Time, was to make of him- 


ſelf for the Sins of the whole World; 
or, at leaſt, as typifying and repreſenting 
that Purity and Willingneſs of Mind and 
Spirit by which it is expected we Chri- 
ſtians ſhould ſerve the Lord our God. 


All the Supports the Doctor brings for 


his Cauſe out of the Old Teſtament are 


taken from the ceremonial Few:ſp Law, 


which was aboliſh'd by the Introduction 
of Chriſtianity; Not a Word from the 
Prophets; for they, as I ſhall ſhew by

and by, ſufficiently -inveigh - againſt and 
explode the Inſufficiency and Imperfecti- 
on of that which he calls a Duty. 
He goes next to the new Teſtament: 
And let us ſee whether he has any better 
Succeſs with his Proofs there. In the 
“new Teſtament (ſays he) we are re- 
« quir'd to be rich towards God, to lay 
ce up' our Treaſures in Heaven, and to 
« part not with a Share only, but with 
« all we have, for God's ſake. p. 11. But 
how does this prove that we are com- 
manded to offer our Subſtance to God in 
his particular Senſe? Does being rich 
towards God, imply any thing more than 
that we ſhould abound in good and vir- 
tuous Actions in general, which St. Paul 
calls the Work of the Lord? And which 
may be done, tho' a Man were never in 
his whole Life to dedicate one Penny to 
any other pious Uſes, than relieving the 
Poor. Does /4ying up Treaſure in Hea- 
ven mean any more, than laying ina Stock 
of Righteouſneſs, in order to qualify our 
ſelves for the Gift of God, Eternal Life? 
If not, to what Purpoſe does the Doctor 
produce theſe Authorities, but to im- 
poſe upon his Audience? The young 
Man in the Goſpel is exhorted to ſell all 
he had and give to the Poor; and is told 
by our Lord that then he ſhould have 
Treaſure in Heaven. As for what he

makes St. Paul ſay, alluding to the Free- 


will Offerings undet the Law, „Don t 
« ye know that they who miniſter about 
« Holy Things live of the Sacrifice, and 
« they: who wait at the Altar, are Par-

c Lord alſo ordain'd that they who preach 
ce the Goſpel ſhould live of the Goſpet;” 
I don't ſee how it relates to either of his 
Purpoſes, that of offering our Subſtance 
to God, or relieving the Poor: Since it 
only: means that the Labourer is worthy 
of his Hire, as well under the Goſpel as 
under the Law; and ought'to be paid 
out of the Fruits of his W Ork. A Do- 
ctrine N enough to be inculcated 
to the Inhabitants of ſmall Vicarages, 
_ where the Miniſter's chief Dependence 
is upon the voluntary Contributions of his 
P ariſhioners. 5 F . ; 
The Doctor having hen (as he thinks) 
the Incumbency of the Duty of ring 
our Subſtance to God, both from the Law 
of Nature, and the expreſs Commands of 
God in Scripture, proceeds further to 
confirm it from the Example of all good 
Men, in all Ages. He begins (Pag. 12.) 


with asking, What was it that made A. 

« bel accepted of God before Cain his 

« Brother, but the Goodneſs of his Of- 

« fering?” and ſays, that Cain being 

e remiſs in Religion, was negligent and 
N nig: 


i nipgardly in his Offering. But that . 
fe ro the other hand, firmly believ- 
ing in the Providence of God, and 
„ thinking nothing too coftly for his Ser- 
s vice, offered to him the beſt and fatteſt 
« of the Flock, and by that meaur became 
# the Favourite of Heaven.“ The Do- 
ctor's Queſtion is eaſily anſwer'd; It was 
the Faith and Righteouſneſs of Abel that 
made his Offering the more excellent of the 
two, and him accepted of God before Cain 

his Brother. Our Lord himſelf ſtyles 
him #i25rrous Abel. And now, in re- 
rurn, I deſtre the Doctor to anſwer theſe 
Queſtions following: In what Part of the 
Old or New Teſtament does he find, 
Of That it was he Gobiineſs of the 


Oftring which made Abel accepted of 
before Cain his Brother? Secondly, 
That Cais being remiſs in Religion, was 
7 ent and 1 in his Offering? 
Thirdly, That Abel, thinking nothing Yoo 
7775 for God's Service, offered to him 
the beſt and fatreft of the Flock?

of * Flock, and of the Fat thereof; 


and that he and his Offering were accep- 


ted by God. It does not appear that Cain's 
Offering was, as to the intrinſic Value, at 
all inferior to Abels; it might be more 


coſtly for ought we know. Nor does it 


appear that Abel offered the beſt and fat. 
teſt of the Flock; he offer'd only of the 


Firſtlings of his Flock, and of the Fat 


thereof; in what Quantity, it is not ſaid. 


Nor, if it had been the beſt and fatteſt of 


the Flock, does it follow that he thould, 


by that means become the Favourite of 


Heaven. For, were that the Caſe, happy 
would it be for the Rich! Happy for 
thoſe who have wherewithal to procure 
and make the fatteſt Offerings! How eaſi- 
might they, by the Advantage of their 
Riches, enter into the Kingdom of Heaven ! 
The Doctor's Second Example is that 
of * Abraham being ready to offer up 


& his only Son at God's Command.” But 


what is that to the Purpoſe in Hand? 
Abraham receiv'd a ſpecial Command to 
do a ſpecial Thing, as a Tryal of his 
Faith; which God perceiving to be firm 


and inviolable, ſtop'd him in the very Of- 


fer. Which, if it proves any thing, 


ſhews that God, when convinced of our 


Faith and ſincere Obedience, expects no 
vain and coſtiy Oblations at our Hands.

I will tell him what 
it was; it was his continued Life of 
Righteouſneſs and Obedience ; -of which 
the Caſe he produces is only one Inſtance 
and Fragment. Surely the Doctof would 
not infer from this, that if a Man ſacri- 
fices to God what is moſt dear to him, he 
will make God his Friend by ſuch an Ex- 
ploit: And, if not, wherein can it ſerve 
for an Example in the preſent Caſe? 
His next — is Jacob, Pag. 12. 
« Jacob, when he fled from Eſau his Bro- 
ce ther, vow'd to build a Houſe for God, 
« and to dedicate to his Service the Tenth 
46 of all that God ſhould bleſs him with.” 
This Account is taken from Ges. xxviil, 
where it does not appear that Jacob vow'd 
Zo build a Houſe for God; all that he vows 
is that the Lord ſhall be his God; ad- 
ding, in the next Verſe, And this Stone, 
which I have ſet for a Pillar, ſhall be 
God's Houſe : And of all that thou ſhalt 
give me, I will ſurely give the Tenth un- 
to Thee. How Jacob intended to do this 
we are not told: therefore, in Charity, 
I conclude he deſign'd to, relieve the 
Widow and the Fatherleſs with it; and 
not to dedicate it to God's Service in the 
Doctor's other Senſe.

The Doctor appeals next to © Samuel. 
and the Prophets, who, he tells us, de- 
« dicated not only their Time and Sub-

Senſe than all good Men ſhould do, by 
being reſolutely bent to do the Will of 
God upon all Occaſions, and eſpecially in 
that Way to which they are particularly 
call'd and appointed. But that it was not 
their Opinion that God ought to be ſerv'd 
with our Subſtance; by dedicating coſtl 
Offerings to him in the Doctor's diſtin 
Senſe, I ſhall ſhew more fully by and by. 
In the mean time I paſs to his Exam- 
ples of « Cyrus, Artaxerxes, Darius and 
« Ptolomy, heathen Princes, whom the 
« Light of Nature could inſtruc, as we 
« read in the Book of Eæra (ſays the 
« Doctor, Pag. 15.) that mighty Con- 
« triburions toward the pious W rk of 
« rebuilding (building he ſhould have ſaid)

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Sacrifices, that they might offer Sacrifices 
of ſweet Savours . er, of 25 
ven, and pray for the Life ef the King 
and of his Sons, A general Order. given 
to the Prieſts of all the Temples through- 
out his Dominions. Another Artaxerxes, 
after Darius, made another Decree very 
favourable to the Fews upon this Occa- | 
ſion; not meerly from the Light of Na- il 
ture, but purely from a Divine Impulſe; i 
for Eæra (vi. 27.) blefſes the Lord God of 
his Fathers, for putting ſuch a thing as 
this in the King's Heart. And certainly 
it could never have enter'd into any of 
their Hearts, by the Light of Nature, or 
common Reaſon, to have ſhewn ſo much. 
Indulgence to ſo ſeditious and rebellious 
a People. But if the Doctor is reſolv'd- 
(contrary to the expreſs Words of Ezra). 
to exclude Divine Impulſe in this Caſe, I - 
would ſuggeſt to him that theſe Privile- 
ges might probably be procur'd to the 
Zews by the great Intereſt of Daniel un- 
der Cyrus, and of Ezra under the Ar- 
taxerxes laſt mention d. But as for Pro- 
lomy, that other Heathen Prince, whether 
he was inſtructed by the Light of Nature, 
or by what means, to be tavourable to 
them, Eæra ſaith not; nor is the Name 
of Ptolomy to be found in his Bock; as 
indeed how ſhould it come there: For 
tho the other three liv'd before, or were 
D=3 con- 
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contemporary with Ezra, Prolomy did 
not flouriſh till two hundred Years after 
him. And notwithſtanding the Buſtle 
made about this Temple, as an Inſtance in 
favour of the Doctor's Scheme, it plainly 
appears from the whole Tenor of the 
Book of Ezra, that it was erected by the 

voluntary Contributions of the collective 
Body of the Jews; as ſuch Buildings for 
the Uſe of the Publick ought to be made; 
as our Churches are, at this Day, and I 
hope always will be maintain'd and provi- 
_ ded for, by Acts of Parliament. : 
The Doctor carries us next to the 
New Teſtament, and ſhews us “ the 
« Wiſe Men of the Eaſt (Pag. 16.) ma- 
« king coſtly Oblations to the new-born 
& King of the 7ews,” And then talks of 
« Marys Piety, highly approv'd by our 
« Lord, for pouring the coſtly Ointment | 
« on his Body.” Neither of which ſeem 
to me to be Acts of Devotion immediate- 
ly intended to God himſelf, but only of 
common Addreſs, Civility and Compaſ- 
ſion; eſpecially the laſt, tho' the Doctor 
thinks it ſo pat to his Purpoſe. 'To be a- 
nointed with Oyl is, to this Day, account- 
ed a great Refreſhment in thoſe Faſtern 
Countries; and was anciently us'd more 
eſpecially at Banquets and Entertainments. 
Therefore it is no wonder, if our Lord, 
who appear'd in the Form of a ——_— 
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and was often faint and weary with Tra- 
vel, ſhould find ſuch Treatment from 
compaſſionate People; eſpecially from 
thoſe who had ſeen the mighty Works 
he did, and look'd upon him as that Pro- 
phes who was to come. And all this, 
without their intending, what they did to 
him, for an Offering of their Subſtance 
immediately made to God. | 
Next, the Doctor inſtances in “ the 
«* young Man, who had kept all the Com- 
« mandments of God from his Youth, 40. 
« ing Heaven becauſe he could not bring 
« himſelf to fell all he had for Chriſt's 
ce Sake and the Poor.” Which is a mere 
Quibble; for what he was advis'd to ſell 
was not to be offter'd to God or to Chriſt 
in any other Senſe than by being given to 
the Poor, Nor is it certain that this young 
Man abſolutely 2% Heaven by not com- 
plying with our Lord's Exhortation ; what 
he appears to have /off was only the Op- 
portunity of entering, at that time, into- 
the regenerate State of the Goſpel, figu- 
ratively call'd he Kingdom of Heaven. 
Then he mentions “ the new Converts 
© to Chriſtianity laying their whole Sub- 
« ſtance at the Apoſtle's Feet, for the 
4 Uſe of the Church and Poor.” Which 
implies no more than that it was agreed 
by the Chriſtians in thoſe Days to throw 
all they had into a common Stock, for | 
0! : "Whew — 
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their mutual joynt Maintenance and Sup- 
none then, a very reaſonable Reſolution ; 
but now nothing near ſo expedient or pra- 
cticable. N 55 lere 
And laſtly he ſays, © AHuanias and Sap- 
e phirg were puniſh'd with immediate 
« Death for detaining a Part of what they 
“ had devoted to God's Service:“ where 
he varniſhes the Scripture again, to give 
it a Complexion ſuitable to his oun pe- 
culiar Fancy. What he calls devot ing t 
God's Service here, is nothing more than 
conſenting to put what they had into the 
Stock of the Company. The Multitude 
of” them that believed were of one Heart 
and of one Soul: neither ſaid any of 
them, that ought of the things which he 
pofſeſs'd was his own, but they had all 
things common. Neither was there any 
among them that lacked; for, as many as 
were Poſſeſſors of Lands or Houſes, ſold 
them, and brought the Prices of the things 
that were ſold, and laid them down at the 
Apoſtles Feet: and Diſtribution was 
made unto every Man according as he bad 
need, Acts iv. 32. This is the whole State 
of that Caſe, in the Words of the Sacred 

Penman; and upon this Foot did Ananias 
and Sapphira pretend to act. Which was 
no more devoting what they had to God's 
Service, than it would be for any one 
now to ſell his real Eſtate, and put it in- 
to 


e 
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to the Bank or Sonth-Sea, The flagrane 


Crime for which thoſe two unhappy Per- 


ſons were ſo fignally puniſh'd, was that of 


Lying, in the moſt daring and inſolent 


manner. Having ſold their Poſſeſſion, 


they pretended they brought the whole 
Price to put into the- Stock ; whereas, in 
truth, they kept back part of it. And by 


ſo doing were guilty of Lying, in the molt 


notorious Inſtance, and with the higheſt 
Aggravation. For {ſince the Apoſtles, who 
were the Directors of this-joynt Stock, 
were ſo illuminated with the Holy Ghoſt 
as to be, as it were, infallible, for two of 
their own Church, who knew this, to of- 
fer to deceive them by ſuch an impudent 
Lye, was a moſt unparalleFd Sin, was *«- 

reing together to tempt the Spirit of the 

,ord, was lying to God, and not to Men, 
and therefore. richly deſerving the moſt 
exemplary Vengeance. As for the Devo- 
tion and Con/ecration to God's Service, 
which Dr. Hammond, and our Doctor af- 


ter him, ſuppoſe in this Caſe, if they 


mean it in any Senſe other than that of a 
Joynt Stock for their mutual Support, they 
muſt bring ſome! other Authority to 
vouch for it than this Story. And, in the 


mean time, I hope thoſe who are poſſeſsd

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Lord came to fulfll all Righteouſneſi, 
that he tres? ade da Ce Ahe 
his Life was ſpent in the higheſt Acts of 
Charity to Mankind; but when did he 
ronſecrate, devote or offer any thing like 
coſtly Oblations to what the Doctor under- 
ſtands by God's immediate Service, and 
calls by the Name of Piety? As he was 
indued with an 53 5 Power, ſo he 
exerted it in working Miracles to procure 
wherewithal to do Juſtice and Acts of 
Charity co the Poor. He wrought one, 
to do Honour to his Friend's Marriage; 
another, to feed ſeveral chouſands of poor 
People; a third, to pay his Tribute-monyz 
and a fourth, to fill the Nets, and thereby 
the Purſes of ſome of his Diſciples: And 
ſurely, had he approv'd and commended the 
poor Widow for caſting in 4 her Living 
into the Treaſury (as the Doctor without 
any Authority affirms he did) we ſhould 
have had ſome Inſtance of his own going 
and doing likewiſe; tho at the Expence of 
a Miracle. His ſaying our Lord's © Life 
t was ſpent in the moſt exalted Elevations 
& of Piety to his Father, that it conſum'd

The Ta- 
bles of the Money-Changers were proba- 
bly Fables where the Peopl le paid the 
Prei for their Sacrifices.

one Act of our Lord's ſhewing his. De- 


teſtation of all ſuch groſs [roptrities the 
Doctor ſays his Life con ſum d #tſelf in 
'Zeab for God's Houſe. If, by God's Houſe, 
he meant only in general, che Good of God's 
People; 1 ſhould Joyn Tue with him: but

The Doctor concludes. this his firſt 
Head, with obſerving that © God is the

« our Subſtance are infinitely ſhort of 
« what we owe him, only mean Compo- 


« ſjtions for the vaſt Sums we have re- 


« ceiv'd from his Bounty,” Sc. Pag. 17, 
Which Conſideration, in any reaſonable 
Thinker, would produce this Inference 
rather; That God, having no Occaſion 
for our Subſtance, cannot be honour'd 
better than by our relieving the Poor with 
it, and endeavouring to lead our Lives in 


all Godlineſs and Honeſty., For offering 


our whole Subſtance to God is ſo far from 
being only a mean Compoſition for what 
we owe him, that 1t would be no Com- 


poſition at all; nor does any thing like it 
appear to be expected from us in the re. 


vealed Will of God. 


So far from it, that it is manifeſt God 


deteſted thoſe who placed their Religion 
therein, and laid any Streſs upon ſuch a 


Sort of Piety. To confirm which, hear 


what the Prophet Micah ſays, Chap. vi. 6. 


 Wherewith ſhall I come before the Lord, 


and bow my ſelf * the high God? 
.

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Shall I come before him with Burnt: Of 
ferings, with Catves of @ Tear old? il. 
the Lord be pleaſed with thouſands of 
Rams, and with ten thouſands of Rivers 
of 'Oy1? Shall I give my Firſtborn for 
my Tranſzreſſion, the Fruit of my Body, 
for the Sin of my Soul? No; God ex- 
pects none of theſe coſtly Oblations ; but, 
as the Prophet declares, God has, not, 
only by the 2 in of Nature, but by his, 
revealed Will, fignified what is proper for 
us to do in order to pleaſe him, what is 
bur good and reaſonable Service. He hath 
 ſhewed thee, O Mar, what is Good: And 
what doth the Lord thy God require of 
thee, but to do juſtly, and to Igve Mercy, 
and to walt humbly with thy God? Which 
is agreeable to what Samuel told Saul; 
Hath the Lord as great Delight in Burnt- 
Offerings and Sacrifices (that is in coſtly 
Oblations of any kind) as in obeying the 
Voice of the Lord? Bebold, to obey is bet- 
ter than' Sacrifice, and to hearken than 
he fat of Rams. 1 Sam. 15. 22. The Pro- 
phet //azab, who may ſerve. as a Reprę- 
. is for the reſt of the Prophets, is 


in the ſame ſtrain : To what purpoſe is the 
multitude of your Sacrifices unto me, ſaith 
the Lord? I delight not in the Blood of 
 Bullocks, or of Lambs, or of He-Goats. 
Bring no more vain Oblations; Incenſe is 
an Abomination unto me.

6. hut that they who, from a right Princi- 
ge ple, perform the one, muſt encourage 
et and promote the other.” But as he 
can never (conſiſtently with the Goſpel) 
make it appear, that we can, with our 
Subſtance, do any Acts of Piery.ſuperiour 
to thoſe of relieving the Poor, I ſhall 
only deſire the Reader, with me, to ob- 
ſerve and admire how carefully this Di- 
vine diſtinguiſhes betwixt Piety and 
Charity; by Niety, all along, meaning an 
Offering our Subſtance to Grd in know 
not — ſenſe; by Charity, relieving the 
Fs : how much of his Sermon he "=

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laid out in inforcing the One, and how lit- 
tle he has inſiſted on the other. He fays, 
Works of Piety have a more immediate 


4 relation to God's Honour and Service, 
than Acts of Compaſſion and 7 ene 
4 to all Men, even thoſe who are of the 
Houſhold of Faith. And that. Acts of 
&, Charily to the Poor, in their own na- 
4 ture, carry but a kind of ' ſecondary 
< Goodneſs in them, when compar'd- 
4 with ſuch Acts of Piety as that of 
„ Marystin the Text, which are con- 
4 vey.d directly, and as it were, into the 
4 very Hand of God himſelf.” p. 18, 19, 
20. Would not one think, by all this, 
the Doctor deſign'd to pervert the Pur- 
poſe of the Anniverſary, and was endea- 
vouring to convince his Audience that 
they could beſtow their Subſtance better 
ſome other way, than by giving it to re- 
lieve poor Widows and Orphans? But 
this Imputation he evades, by pretending 
to ſhew under his third Head. 
„ That the Work he is recommend- 
&« ing, that of relieving the Widows and 
« Orphans of the Clergy, is fuch a Work 
« as is both pons and charitable.” p. 21. 
But before I go any further, I muſt ob- 
ſerve that the Doctor all along confines - 
the uſe of the Words Pious and Piety 
to denote the peculiar Duty of ring 
our Subſtance to God, in a diſtinct ja - 
Bil _ _LIrom 
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from that of relieving the Poor © Which 
is appropriating it to a new Senſe from 
what it ſignifies either generally or parti- 
cularly. The Word Piety, in general, 
ſuppoſes that Veneration with which we 
ought to behave our ſelves to God; oo 
what is implied in the Greet Word 
woifuc ; and, in particular, the Duty due 
from a Son to a Father: But where does 
it ſignify, offering our Subſtance to God? 
And is it notſurprizing to find a Preacher 
preſſing the Performance of /omething 
which he endeavours to ſhew to be a very 
important Duty, couch'd in a Word, not 
once to be found in the old Teſtament, 
nor twice in the new. The Word Piety, 
ſo frequently inculcated by the Doctox in 
his Diſcourſe, and even prefer d to Cha- 
rity (Which the Scripture ſo often re- 
commends and places at the Head of all 
other Virtues) is to be found only , in 
1 Tim. 5. 4. where it means, living re- 
A to Parents or other Superiours.

And thus the 
DoRor explains away his ſolemn Diſtincti- 
on. When you attempt to graſp him, he 
vaniſhes and leaves nothing but. Difap- 
pointment in your Hands; except this 
extorted Confeſſion, that he that giverh 
ro the Poor leudeth to the Lord; and that 
there is no other way of making Obſati- 
ons to God, but by relieving the diftref- 
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What he means by faying, « he cannot

I fay, what the Doctor means here, I am 
at a Loſs to know; unleſs he intends the 
Facobitiſh Nonjuring Clergy ; who have 
indeed, many of them, depriv'd them- 
ſelves of the Means of getting a Liveli- 
hood anſwerable to their Profeſſion; but 
their Caſe ſhould not be applied to the 


Clergy in general. For whatever Eccle- 


ſiaſtical Preferments are not obtain'd by 


ſome, muſt be fill'd by others of the ſame- 


Calling: So that I cannot ſee how want of 


Addreſs, or Plaimmeſs and Simplicity of 


Manners, or being tenacious in Princi- 


ples of any Sort, can affect the whole Bo- 


dy of the Clergy, of whom the Do- 


ctor pretends to be ſpeaking in this Place: 


Theſe Diſqualifications can only hurt a 
few particular Perſons; and that, in fa- 
vour of others of the ſame Function; by 


which, the whole collective Body does 


not ſuffer at all. So that unleſs the Do- 
ctor means here, that only thoſe of tlie 
Clergy who are of a particular Stamp, are 


liable to theſe Inconveniencies, without 


ſo much as allowing the reſt worthy to be 


reckon'd of the ſame Order, I profeis I 


cannot comprehend what he means.

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Churches abroad. However this ma 
be ſpoken without Vanity, ſure with Cha- 
rity it cannot. Charity, which envieth not, 
which vaunteth not itſelf, which isnot puf- 
fed up, which doth. not behave itſelf” un- 
ſeemly, which Jeeketh not her :0wn, and 
thinketh no Evil; that moſt excellent 
Virtue, Chriſtian Charity, will never con- 
ſent that the Miniſters of the Church of 
Chriſt in Great- Britain ſhall ſay that theit 
Parts, Learning, and Piety are ſuperior 
to thoſe of the Miniſters of his Churches 
abroad. In truth, it is needleſs to ſay 
what mighty Obligations the Chriſtian 
Commonwealth has continually lain un- 
der to the Parts and Learning of the 
latter, ever ſince the Reformation. And, 
as for their Piety (if thereby the Doctor 
means a due Reſpect for God) of that 
who can be Judge but God alone? 
And now, if in the Courſe of this Ex- 
amination it ſhould appear that I have 
miſtaken or miſinterpreted the Doctors 
Senſe, or have us'd too harſh Expreſſions. 
concerning him, I ask his Pardon for it; 
declaring that I have no Defign againſt 
him inconſiſtent with that Charity] have 
been ſpeaking of: nor will I pretend to 
cenſure his own intentiqnal Pzery and 
Goodneſs in the Caſe; they may be very 
ſincere, for ought I know.

what are beſtow'd merely for the Support 
of the Indigent. A Doctrine, without 
any Foundation; and which, if practis d 


in proportion to the Importance which is 


given to it, would by degrees draw us 


inſenſibly into the Whirlpool of Super-
